da a single Sheriff who was not discharging 
duly properly ? He looked upon i* as of the 
greatest importance that the Sheriff should be 
directly responsible to the Government, and 
not to the people.

Mr. Ilartinan was in favor of the officers 
referred to being made elective, and he should 
therefore vote for the second reading of (be 
Bill. He did not approve, however of their 
heing elective directly by the people, but by 
the county councils. It bad not been shown 
in. one single instance that the people of Upper 
Canada had abused the elective institutions 
which had been conferred upon thcrn, and he 
thought those institutions might with safely be 
extended. He was not in favor of the offi- 
cers being removed every three years, as pro- 
posed in the Bill. They ought to hold their 
appointments as long as they gave satisfaction 
and dicharged their duties: but that and other 
points of tbe Bill might be amended in Com- 
mittee. * s 

Mr. Gamble said that no man was more- 
desirous than he of seeing the elective princi- 
ple carried out, even in regard to the Legisla- 
tive Council, and the highest office in the coun- 
try. But he could not vote for (be second 
reading of the Bill, as be thought the appoint- 
ment of the officers referred to should be ves- 
ted not in the people directly, but in tbe County 
Councils. He wanted to see as much power 
vested in the County Councils as possible. —

Mechanics' Lein Bill. 

This Bill, introduce 1 by Mr. 1 1 ait man on tho 
IClh of October, has' been printed, and a copy 
is before us. ■ < ' - 

Suction I provisos how tho lein may bo ac- 
quired. Kvcey Builder or Mechanic building 
or repairing any house or other building upon a 
piece of land which would p<ws with said laud 
if the premises were conveyed, may obtain a 
]<! in upnn said buildings ; nnd this Loin will 
have piiority over all olliur claims registered in 
tho Registry Office. 

Section *2 provide* on what conditions only 
the Lein shall have piiority over claims regis- 
tered before it. 

Section 3 empowers the peison holding the 
Lein to enfurcu the price of any separate por- 
tion of iho work mentioned in the contract j — 
provided tuch poitiou bo specified in tho con- 
tact. 

Section 4 provides that with the consent of 
tho owner, the lem may be transferred iu refer- 
ence to any definite poitiun of the work ; in 
such case Hie-Miu'COiitractoT shall have all the 
rights and privileges of tho contractor. 

Section 5 provides for ihe assignment of the 
whole claim ; aud in certain cases must be as- 
signable to poisons having claims upon tho 
pioperly. 

Section 6 makes it necessary to have the lein 
registered in the County Registrar Office, to- 
gether with a memorial. 

Seciion 7 piovidej how the Lein under this 
yict may be enforced. If above a certain amount 
(not yet fixed,) it must bo taken to one of the 
Superior Coutts; but under that amount, it may 
be sued in the Division Court. And on receiv- 
ing judgment in favor of the Lein, an execution 
may bo issued and.placed in the Sheriff's hail ds, 
who shall seize and tsel) tho properly under the 
Lein. 

Section 8 provides that if tho Defendant does 
not contest the Lein he shall pay no co*l's,cxcept 
the costs of the suit. 

Section. 9. This Act does not prevent parlies 
from taking recourse to other legal proceedings, 
instead of the piovi.sions of this Act. 

Seciion 10 provides that Ihe amount left in 
the Sheriff's hands alter paying the Lein, shall, 
upon the order of the Court, be distributed 
among the parties who chat! make application 
by Petition, stating their claims. 

Seciion 11 provides that if -any person not 
bound satisfies the claim and pays the costs, 
ihe Clerk of the Court shall givo him a certifi- 
cate lo that effeel ; and the registry shall trans- 
fer am! vesl iu ihe porson making such pay- 
ment, all ihe claim of the person holding the 
Lein. 

Section 12 provides that a person may hold 
a mortgage and a Lein at the same time, and 
ihe two claims enforced as if held by two sepa- 
rate parties. ■_ , ' 

Section 13 provides that the Defendant may. 
have some competent porson examine ihe

Public Accounts. — Mr. Dorion of Drum- 
mond has given notice that he will mo\e ihe 
following resolutions, when the motion comes 
up for printing iho Public Accounts : — . 

1st. Each Representative shall receive 
four copies for each rural Parish or Town- 
ship/and for each Ward in the. Towns re-^ 
presented by him. 

2nd. Tho copies remaining after such 
distribution, shall bo addressed to tho Muni- 
cipal Council of ilia Parishes, Townships, 
Couniies, Towns and Villages then in exist- 
ence, according to their population, in order 
that thd people may bo informed respecting 
tho state of the financial ufj'aird of the 
Country. 

Sir Joho Hogg said rather contemptuously 
in the House of Commons the other evening,

Collision off Boston. — A telegraph, 
dated Boston, Nov. 25lh,says that the Cana- 
da reached her dock at 8£ o'clock this morn- 
ing. Her mails were brought up by tlie Nep- 
lune and forwarded in the 8 o'clock-4rain to 
New York.. The Ocean came in collision 
with Ihe Canada last night 4fld knocked a 
hole in her side abaft the wheel-house. The 
concussion caused great con*ternation on 

aboard the Ocean, which was increased by the 
flames bursting out from the upsetting of the 
stove, Many passengers leaped overboard.— 
Boats from the Canada, Forest City, Boston 
ship Westwood and others put off to the 
rescue, and so far as known, all the passen- 
gers, except ihe Cllree before reported, were 
tared. The dead have not yet been itidentt- 
fied. The Canada had her figure-head and 
bowsprit carried away ond her cut-water con-, 
siderable injured. The collision occurred
